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Van dal ISI). Upland parks suffer epidemic of wanton damage

Upland’s lushly wooded Memorial Park offers a shady retreat for hun- 


dreds of residents — but despite the park’s popularity its two large 
restrooms remain boarded shut. 

The community center at Magnolia Park, further north, has been marred 
by large black swastikas and other graffiti scrawled across the brick walls. 
Windows, fences, lights and playground equipment at the park have been 
destroyed and repaired countless times. 

The two parks, in two different Upland neighborhoods, are plagued by a 
problem officials say has reached epidemic proportions in the last year. 

The city spends up to $40,000 a year repairing damage to city parks caused 
by vandals, according to Ed Scully, Upland’s park maintenance foreman. 
And the problem is not limited to city property. 

Upland Police Chief Coy Estes said the department received a total of 877 
reports of malicious mischief last year — only 13 of which were in city 
parks. 

“We've cleared 94 cases,’’ said Estes. ‘‘Obviously the clearance rate is 
very low. It’s a hit and miss operation.” 

Most of those caught are juveniles, he said, who are turned over to the 
probation department. 

“In very few cases is any restitution made to the owner.” said Estes. “‘In 
the misdemeanor cases, the youngster is usually counseled along with his 
parents.” 

Scully said the parks department generally does not report vandalism to 
the police department, resulting in the low figure in Estes’ statistics. “It 
happens on a daily basis,’ he said. ‘‘We can’t bother the police with 
everything.” 

Vandalism, from graffiti to broken windows, has always posed a problem, 
but Scully said the number of incidents has increased dramatically over the 
past year. 

On a tour through the city’s 11 parks, he pointed out some of the more 
noticeable cases — the boarded-up restrooms, a result of paper towels and 
rocks being stuffed down toilets; chain link fences ripped from their posts: 
lighting fixtures shot out or broken with rocks 

Ken Hoover, director of general services, said the 12-person field crew 
(currently down one worker) cannot handle regular maintenance plus the 
results of vandalism 

He anticipates the problem will intensify next year when the 149 acres 
currently tended by the city will be increased to about 186 acres 

‘‘We average just under 8 acres for each man on the crew.”’ said Hoover 
“The national average (for park departments) is between 4 and 5 acres. I 
think we do a fantistic job consiconsidering the situation.” 

Repairing vandals’ work can also be an expensive proposition. Costs run 
high. A drinking fountain head runs $43; sprinkler controls are $250. Other 
favorite targets include sprinkler heads, lights and windows 

A $750 time clock for the sprinkling system at Sierra Vista Park was 
destroyed, as well — despite the fact the equipment was billed as 
vandal.” 

“They ve ruined merry-go-rounds and other playground equipment,” said 
Hoover. ‘‘We've now developed a new policy. If a piece of apparatus has 
been destroyed three. times, we don’t replace it 

“It’s unfortunate, but it’s not fair to taxpayers to continually fix things 
when they’re just going to be torn down.” F 

In some cases, vandals have even prevented work on establishing new 
parks

“Contractors fought a constant battle to get everything working at once so 
the city could approve the job,” said Wisz. ‘‘It’s been nearly impossible.” 
On Feb. 25 everything — sprinklers, lights and landscaping — was in 
shape, and the city signed the job off. By early that afternoon. five sprinkler 
heads had been broken off. By late afternoon, the police were called in to 
clear bike-riders and ball-players off the newly seeded field. The chain-link 
fence was locked, and has since been cut with boit cutters 
I don’t know if the kids — or the parents — realize what harm they're 
doing.’ said Wisz. “‘Or how expensive it is 
And I wonder if they realize who is ultimately footing the bill — the tax 
paver 
The city agreed to release the contractor from a 90-day maintenance 
agreement in terms of repairing the damage caused by vandals. Wisz said 
3800 had already been spent to repair lights that were broken alone 
Parks Supervisor Ken Hatanaka said that despite the cost, the city 
ittempts to repair all vandalism as soon as possible 


“It you let it go, it just encourages people to do it more.”’ he said. ‘‘We ob- 
viously can’t keep up with all the graffiti, but we do what we can.” 


Wisz said a $35,000 project to renovate the Memorial Park restrooms is 
under way. The building will be gutted, he said, and replaced with prison- 
type facilities in an effort to prevent further destruction. This includes 
stainless steel fixtures, non-graffiti paint. and steel mesh under the 
skylights 

‘We're hiding everything we can hide.”’ he said. Hand dryers will be used 
instead of paper towels, to prevent plugged-up toilets, and all the facilities 
will be serviced through a special corridor behind the restroom. 

Still, vandalism is difficult to prevent. Estes encouraged anyone plagued 
by the problem — be they the parks department, a businessman or a private 
homeowner — to report each incidence to the police 

‘It’s terribly, terribly frustrating.” said Upland City, Manager Lee 
Travers. ‘You'd like to have something nice for the citizens — and instead 
spend all your time cleaning debris out of toilets 

It's a real waste.”

A Massachusetts-based cable 
television firm serving about 300 
customers in Upland was given a 
deadline of May 18 to resolve all 
service complaints or face 
revocation of its franchise.

In November, the council 
reluctantly agreed to give Acton 
officials six months to resolve 
complaints ranging from poor 
reception and no reception to slow 
response on sekvice calls. 

The six-month period expires in 
early May, but the council 
discovered Monday that customers 
feel little has been done in the past 
five months. 

Ruth Gorsline of 300 W. 23rd 
Street told council members her 
service is no better, and is at times 
worse than it was in November. 

“‘T’ve made two service calls since 
then,”’ she said, ‘and both times 
I've had to call (the company’s head 
office in Massachusetts).

Despite the fact many homes in 
north Upland cannot receive a 
television signal without a cable, 
they argued the present level of 
service was as bad as no service at 
all. 

City Manager Lee Travers said at 
least one other firm has confirmed 
their interest in obtaining the 
Upland franchise. 

The council voted to give the firm 
until the May deadline to resolve the 
problems on a 3-1 vote, with 
Canestro casting the dissenting 
vote. Council member Ina Petokas 
was not present.

Bids for the construction of the 
first unit of the Foothill Knolls 
Elementary School Site opened 
Tuesday, Sept. 13, 1960 in the library 
of Upland Junior High School. The 
original plans included one 
kindergarten room, seven regular 
classrooms, plus another classroom 
which served as an administrative 
unit, teachers’ workroom and 
storage. It was announced that a 
regular administrative office would 
be forthcoming. 


A notice to the parents of 
kindergarten through third grade 
children, attending Upland 
Elementary School, residing in the 
Foothill Knolls area from Harold W. 
Cook, then superintendent of the 
Upland School District, stated, 
“Commencing Monday, Feb. 27, 
1961, your child or children will 
attend Foothill Knolls School. 
Foothill Knolls represents the fifth 
school serving the pupils of the 
Upland School District. The school 
buildings at this location are built 
for low maintenance cost and 
maximum utility. It is our opinion 
that the buildings are also very 
attractive.” 


Shelby M. Forrest was appointed 
to serve as principal of Foothill 
Knolls School. There were 241 pupils 
attending the first day of school - 56 
of them from Sierra Vista School 
and 185 from the Upland

Elementary School. A new 
organization of parents and teachers 
independent of the PTA was 
established at Foothill Knolls. It 
was known as the Parent Faculty 
Forum (PFF). The independent 
organization followed the pattern of 
an organization in Claremont, a 
pattem which had become popular 
throughout many other 
communities in the area. 


The 1963-64 school year brought a 
new principal to Foothill Knolls 
School, Evelyn Head. She replaced 
Forrest, who became full-time 
principal at Pioneer Junior High 
(Upland). 


During the 1964-65 school year, the 
administration unit was opened. It 
comprised the office for the 
principal, secretary, health aide, a 
workroom and a library. A 
classroom unit included the fourth 
grade for the first time. The fifth 
and sixth grade students were still 
attending Upland Elementary 
School: 


The 1968-69 school year opened 
with Robert Clarke as principal 
Clarke had been a seventh - eighth 
grade teacher at Upland Junior High 
prior to his appointment as 
principal. He replaced Mrs. Head. 
He had been with the junior high 
since 1960 and prior to that, had 
been employed two years in the 
Mountain View School District. 
Foothill Knolls was finally a 
complete school, kindergarten 
through sixth grade. 


The 1976-77 school year opened 
with James H. Smith as principal. 
Smith had been an administrator 
with the Upland School District for 
14 years prior to coming to Foothill 
Knolls School. 

On March 15,-1980, the 
administration building of Foothill 
Knolls was destroyed by fire of 
suspicious nature. The unit was 
rebuilt from the original plans and 
ready for the opening of school in 


September 1981. 


In December 1981, a portable unit 
was installed on the school grounds 
to house a special education 
classroom. The Upland School 
District, along with other school 
districts in San Bernardino County, 
belongs to a consortium which is a 
cooperative effort to provide 
service for special education 
students.

“The increased hours of service in both our Ontario 
and Rancho Cucamonga offices has required more from 
our staff and they have responded most positively,’’ Dr. 
Mitchell noted.

OAXACA, Mexico — Of all the places I never expected 
to be, lying in a convent cell, listening to a mariachi band 
pray ‘Red Sails in the Sunset’’ must be pretty high on the 
ist. 

But there I was — peaceful, resting after a bad bout 
with some unfriendly bugs, and thoroughly enjoying an 
unexpected stay in this most Mexican of cities. 

The music was a noontime serenade to a group of 
tourists happily lunching in the open dining room of the 
Hotel Ex-Convento de Santa Catalina. And my cell, an 
extremely pleasant room re-created from the original, 
opened onto the courtyard where the band played. 

Somehow, in Mexico, it made sense. 

Thick walls, pristinely whitewashed, framed great oils 
of saints and royalty in dress of earlier days and dimmed 
the noises from outside the convent. 

Graceful arches colonnaded the long halls, recalling 
the Moorish influence on old Spain, transported here to 
this rich valley — a valley which was once home to a 
civilization that was old when Christ was young. 

Through the open window, I could hear the husky 
voices of the Triques Indians gathered in the small 
Square across the street, melded with the reed notes 
from a bamboo flute. Every day they came to weave on 
their back-strap looms and to sell their work—rich, 
beautiful shawls, jackets, skirts and the traditional gar- 
ments they have worn for centuries. 

Today's generation appreciates the wild colors, the in- 
tricacies of the designs — and the hours of labor which go 
into each garment. The market is a magnet for tourists 
and locals ‘too 

And the Indians return to their small village outside 
the city each evening, living their lives just as 
generations have before them. They are not concerned 
with the trappings of this civilization — at least they 
don’t seem to be. I had great fun bargaining with some of 


Parade ordinance 
OK'd in Claremont 


The Claremont City Council has adopted its first pa- 
rade ordinance 

It was the culmination of a series of meetings in the 
city following the a confrontation during the Fourth of 
July parade in Claremont last summer 

In January, the council and Fourth of July Committee 
members set down guidelines for the celebration, a city- 
sponsored parade 

The new ordinance is not specifically for the Fourth of 
July parade, but sets forth a process by which an appli- 
eant may conduct a parade within the city. 

Basically. each application will be reviewed to deter- 
mine whether the parade can be safely conducted in the 
city, according to Susan Hunt, director of human ser- 
vices 


We cannot refuse a permit to an unpopular organiza- 
tion on the grounds that its presence is likely to incite 
violence, but we can suggest appropriate times and 
places for particular parades to minimize traffic conges- 
tion,’ she explained 


The ordinance has been written by City Attorney 
Wynne Furth based upon a model ordinance. Similar or- 
dinances are already in effect in many Southland cities 

The ordinance includes definitions of a parade, per- 
mits required, notice of rejection, appeal procedures, du- 


ties of the permit holder and public conduct during a . 
parade 

It requires that anyone wishing to hold a parade, other 
than a city-sponsored parade or a funeral procession, ob- 
tain a permit in advance from the city 

The main purpose of the permit, Hunt said, is to allow 
the management of traffic during the parade

In Oaxaca, it is like something from a legend. 
Beautiful senoritas walk slowly about the square in one 
direction. Handsome men, young and not so young, smile 
at them and make comments of such poetic exaggeration 
as to tempt the girls to smile. 

Often, a band plays in the wedding - cake bandstand in 
the center of the square. Great trees soften the evening 
light and birds add their evensong to the operetta. People 
gather round to listen, to watch, to enjoy an aperitif at 
any of a dozen cafes opening on the square. It is old 
Spain, old Mexico and it serves up a wonderful social am-

Good news on artichoke harvest 


The spring artichoke crop 
is already coming in, 
quality is high, and the 
growers’ outlook is for 
generous supplies of fresh 
artichokes to meet the high 
consumer demand as 
National Artichoke month 
(April 15 May 15) 
approaches. This is the 
period when, traditionally, 
artichoke lovers look 
forward to finding plenty of 
their favorite vegetables in 
supermarkets everywhere. 

Sizes will vary: The large 
ones make edible 
containers and truly 
dramatic meal-in-one-dish 
presentations; the mediums 
are perfect for serving one 
per diner; the smallest are 
especially prized for stews, 
marinating and deep frying. 
All sizes of artichokes are 
mature. The smallest 
simply grow on lower parts 
of the plant, with mediums 
in the center and largest 
nearest the top. The special 
artichoke flavor is the same 
in all sizes, but the small 
ones have the additional 
bonus of being so tender 
that nearly every bite is 
edible. 

When there is frost in the 
Castroville area, where 
almost all commercial 
artichokes are grown, the 
consumer can expect a 
bonus. Slight chilling 
produces bronze-touched 
‘“‘winter-kissed’’ artichokes, 
with enhanced flavor 
caused by buds maturing 
more slowly. It’s nice to 
know that the part you eat 
tastes better when the part 
you see is freckled by frost. 
These ‘‘winter-kissed’’ 
artichokes may appear in 
many produce departments 
during the winter and early 
spring. 

Look for artichokes to be 
well formed. Leaves should 
appear compact. Avoid any 
which have loose or 
spreading leaves and 
appear to be dry.

nonetheless, Castroville is 
the artichoke heart of the 
United States. Eighty-five 
percent of the crop is 
shipped fresh throughout 
the country. The rest is 
processed into frozen 
artichoke hearts and 
marinated artichokes, but 
each year one finds more 
fresh artichoke fans as 
people try, and enjoy, this 
unique vegetable. 

Almost 10,000 fertile, 
mid-California areas are 
planted in artichokes, 
Italian immigrant farmers 
chose this growing area for 
its unusual combination of 
almost daily early morning 
fog and afternoon hot 
sunshine, perfect conditions 
for cultivating this unique 
plant. 

Cross-breeding with 
species from Italy, France, 
Argentina, Chile, Greece 
and Spain has brought much 
improvement in the quality 
of the Green Globe 
artichoke (the only type 
commercially grown in the 
U.S.). One good result of 
this experimentation is that 
artichokes are now sturdy 
enough to be grown in some 
quantity almost year-round, 
instead of just three or four 
months a year. 

Today, food-conscious 
Americans are becoming 
familiar with economical 
ways that artichokes can be 
served: As a vegetarian 
main dish; as a side dish to 
meats, fish and poultry; as 
an edible container for 
other foods; and to make 
unique appetizers and 
lovely garnishes.

That’s because some 
of these non-dairy products 
are high in saturated fat. 
Some have as much as 65 
percent sugar, some are 
made with milk by- 
products, some contain 
sodium. 

Let’s start with what 
usually is in these cream 
substitutes. 

No. 1 ingredient in most 
of them is corn syrup. This 
is sugar. Diabetics should 
restrict their intake of 
sugar, but when the 
waitress says that white 
stuff is “‘creme’’ how is the 
diabetic to know it is loaded 
with sugar? 

Next most common 
ingredient is fat. Labels use 
the euphemism ‘“‘oils.’’ And 
most of these products do 
not use polyunsaturated 
fats. They use things like 
coconut oil, cottonseed oil, 
palm oil — which are 
among the most saturated 
of fats. Consumer Union 
once tested some of these 
products and found many of 
them to be 98 to 100 percent 
fat - saturated.

the surface of the cup? That 
is the oil with which it is 
made. Have you noticed 
that when you are finished 
with the coffee, the sides of 
the cup are coated with this 
yuck?

Well, doctors 
are not usually very well 
trained in diet nutrition. 

How about the food the 
hospital is serving you, is it 
helping to make you well, or 
is it making your problem 
worse? Is there no one in 
the hospital who can help 
you”

LOS ANGELES — Carolyn Doughty gazes into her 4- 
year-old son’s big, dark, piercing eyes. 

‘*We know he’s in there,” she says. “It’s just a matter 
of finding a way to get him out.” 

For nearly three years, Doughty and a small army of 
volunteers have worked to coax Jeffrey out of the silent, 
immobile world he entered after his brain was damaged 
when he nearly drowned. 

Every day for six hours they bend, tickle and love 
Jeffrey in the hope his brain can be stimulated into 
working normally again. 

Jeffrey was a normal, energetic child when, in 
January of 1978, he wandered away from his suburban 
Rolling Hills home and fell into a neighbor’s swimming 
pool. 

It’s estimated he was underwater 20 to 30 minutes. For 
more than an hour, doctors tried to restore a heartbeat. 

The accident destroyed most of Jeffrey’s brain, 
leaving him unable to speak, move or use any of his 
senses. 

But using what three years ago was a little-known 
technique called ‘‘brain patterning,” they work to get the 
remaining brain cells to do the work of those that have 
been destroyed. 

Slowly, there has been progress 

Jeffrey regained his sense of smell, taste and hearing. 
His feet, once pointed rigidly downward, have begun to 

flex, allowing Jeffrey to wear shoes for the first time 
since the accident. He’s even started to watch television 
a little. 

“From where he was, he’s come a long way,” his 
mother said. 

As she looks back on the past three years, Doughty, a 
deyout Mormon, notes the positive things. Certainly, 
there have been difficult times, like a couple months ago 
when Jeffrey fractured his hip and his progress slipped. 

But what she talks about is the compassion of the

‘‘He’s become so much a part of our family I just can’t 
imagine him not being around. He’ll turn around and 
smile at you and it makes all the work worth it.”’ 

About 200 people in the Peninsula community have 
donated their time to help with Jeffrey’s treatment. 
Three shifts of three people each must be filled every 
day, and many people have taken a turn every week for 
three years. : 

While early treatments included bright lights and loud 
noises to stimulate Jeffrey's eyes and ears, the emphasis 
now is on trying to improve his motor coordination. 
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slowly, surely boy’s mind is returning 


Helpers move his arms and legs and prop him up in a 
standing position in hope it will cause his living brain 
cells to take over the function of movement and speech. 

“There are no goals, no ceiling for his progress,” said 
Bob Doman, the doctor who introduced the Doughty’s to 
the unique therapy developed by Doman’s relatives two 
decades ago. z 

‘“‘We don’t know where we are going, but we’re moving 
ahead,” adds Doughty. ‘‘We always say, ‘shoot for 
college.’ ’’ 

Doman said some children like Jeffrey have learned to 
walk and talk again. 

“The more of these kids that the world is willing to 
deal with, the more we’ll leam,” he said. 

The first doctors who treated Jeffrey said nothing 
could be done to rehabilitate him. They suggested the 
Doughty’s put him in an institution. 

“T think the most frustrating thing was the first two 
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weeks when we brought Jeffrey home from the hospital 


al nen oy 


and ali the doctors said — could be done,” 
Doughty. 

Then they heard of Doman, who from his home base in 
Philadelphia was treating many children on the East 
Coast. So Jeffrey became one of the first brain-damaged 
children on the West Coast to undergo ‘‘brain 
patterning.” 

“There’s still a lot of controversy about the 
treatment,” said Doughty. ‘‘A lot of the doctors tell us 
not to get our hopes up. 

“But until they come up with something else, we like 
what we’ve got. We’ve seen enough successes of children 
moving up the ladder so that we're sold.” 

‘to the Doughty's and their seven other children, 
Jeffrey is more than just a project. He is an integral part 
of their family. 

He goes along on the family’s trips to their ranch and 
regularly attends church with everyone else. He plays 
with his new baby sister, although she usually gets the 
best of him. 

“The philosophy is if you take him into the outside 
world, there are more chances he will become part of 
that world,’ Doughty said.

In doing so you gave of yourself day and night, 
sacrificing your own comfort, giving up many meals, en- 
ding up far from home — all just to help others. Suppose, 
as a result, you came to be known as someone to whom 
people could turn at any time, for all kinds of help. And 
suppose as a result of your compassion and obvious 
wisdom and courage more and more people would seek 
you out and begin to follow you. 

Now, suppose suddenly one day you find a small group 
of powerful leaders becoming very jealous of your pop- 
ularity and abilities. Because of this popularity, you 
become as a threat to theirs, and this angers them! Sup- 
pose, as more and more demands are made on you, the 
greater the jealousy and hatred becomes in the minds 
and hearts of those leaders until they can no longer 
tolerate your embarrassing presence and the condemna- 
tion of their way of life. When seen in the light of your 
good words and deeds. Now, you find yourself unfairly 
maligned, threatened, mocked, and on the verge of false 
imprisonment and even assassination — just because 
your whole life is dedicated to helping others!

The cost of owning and operating an 
automobile is escalating rapidly all over 
the United States — but it seems to be 
careening right off the road in Southern 
California. 

And that’s unfortunate, because 
Southern California has fewer alternatives 
to auto travel. People are stuck behind the 
wheel of an ever- more- expensive auto. 

According to new Hertz Corp. 
statistics, the cost of owning andrunning a 
typical new 1980 compact domestic auto is 
35 percent higher in Los Angeles than it is 
in the nation as a whole. 

At an astonishing 53.79 cents per mile — 
up from 44.20 cents in the 1979 survey — 
the cost of operating a compact in Los 
Angeles is first among the 20 major U.S. 
cities. Second is New York at 50.66 and 
third is San Francisco at 48.99. 

In 20th spot is Detroit, where the autos 
are built, at 37.20 cents per mile. The 
average for the 20 cities is 42.1 cents per 
mile, up more than 25 percent from 1979’s 
level. The average for the nation as a 
whole last year was 39.8 cents. 

Hertz’ annual estimate includes fuel and 
other service station items, repairs, parts 
and maintenance, insurance, fees, 
licenses, interest on the loan and 
depreciation (the difference between 
purchase price. and anticipated resale 
value). 

The size of car made a difference, 
according to Hertz: The 20-city average 
for sub-compacts was 40.3 cents per mile, 
small, mid-range cars, 44.5 cents, 
intermediates, 46.6, and full-size autos, 51. 

Hertz also concluded that the longer one 
keeps a car, the lower the costs should be: 
When one keeps a car five years, the cost 
drops from 42.1 cents per mile to 38.6 — 
for 10 years, it goes all the way down to 
29.5.

A program for adults which has been deemed 
successful at Casa Colina Hospital for Rehabilitative 
Medicine, Pomona, will be started within a few months 
in Rancho Cucamonga. 

Adult Day Treatment, a program of rehabilitation for 
adults from 16 to 80, has been an innovative outpatient 
experience in the Pomona hospital, according to Lenore 
Hersh, director of the treatment center. 

The Adult Day Treatment Center serves many pur- 
poses for those disabled with strokes, cerebral palsy, 
muscular dystrophy, brain injury, Parkinson’s Disease, 
multiple sclerosis and other disabilities. 

It is an alternative to putting the disabled individual 
into an institution, as explained by Hersh. It ‘‘takes the 
burden off the families’ so they can continue their lives 
at a normal pace, yet the disabled person is having the 
advantage of living at home. 

The Rancho Cucamonga Adult Day Treatment Center 
will be located at Archibald Avenue and Arrow 
Highway. Its full title will be the Casa Colina West 
Valley Adult Day Treatment Center. 

The center program has been in operation for five and 
a-half years at Casa Colina. During the hours from 8 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m., aides work with those attending. The 
individuals socialize, play games, go for therapy 
treatments, have counseling in many areas and receive 
medical consultation or services. 

Listed in a special communication, the Adult Day 
Treatment Center provides the day hospital restorative 
program with the goal aimed to provide medical, skilled 
nursing, physical restoration and supportive services 
when less than 24 hours of skilled nursing care is needed. 

Also provided is the preventative maintenance 
program which provides therapeutic services and a 
therapeutic milieu to foster maximum level of physical, 
mental and social functioning as an alternative to total 
instutionalization in a long term residential care facility. 
Also provided are respite and supportive services to 
families. The program enables the physically disabled to 
live and participate in their home and community en- 
vironment 

The third phase of the day treatment center is the dis- 
ability/personal adjustment program with the goal of 
providing personal, social, community, 
prevocational/pre-educational adjustment training 
and/cr independent homemaker skills training to 
physically disabled clients referred by the State Depart- 
ment of Rehabilitation and Regional Centers for the 
Developmentally Disabled 

The Casa Colina treatment center averages some 30 to 
40 individuals participating each day

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Alcoholic ‘Sick, not immoral’

John Hulbert started drinking 
wine at the age of four. His parents 
were following the advice of well- 
intentioned grandparents who 
thought it was ‘‘good for the 
appetite and the blood.”’ 

By the time he was in the Navy, he 
earned the reputation of a 19-year- 
old who could drink men nearly 
twice his age under the table. 


‘As I built my tolerance up, I kept 
getting pats on the back for being a 
‘good drinker,”’ recalled Hulbert, 
who was in the West End this week 
to address a service club, ‘‘Then all 
of.a sudden, I turned into a Jekyll 
and Hyde — got into fights, was 
terribly obnoxious, started horsing 
around with other guys’ wives. 


‘And then when I was 26 or 27, I 
started with the little memory 
lapses and blackouts of maybe half 
an hour 


“Once, I lost two days 
Completely.” 


Ex-sufferer tells groups 


In 1966, Hulbert found what he 
believes was the ultimate answer to 
his alcoholism. He has spent the last 
ll years preaching those beliefs to 
anyone who will listen, from school 
groups to military organizations to 
service clubs 


“What people have to realize is 
alcoholism is a cellular problem, 
and maybe even genetic,’ he said 
forcefully. 


“Tt is not — I repeat, not — a 
mental illness, but simply a reaction 
to the stimulus you're giving your 
cells.” 


He said the American society has 
subliminally been taught to believe 
alcoholism is a sign of weakness, or 
inability to cope with problems that 
leads the vicitim to ‘‘run away and 
hide in a bottle.”’ 


‘With me, they kept saying 
everything was psychological, and 
tried to find out what was in my past 
that would make me drink,” said 
Hulbert 


“My thinking brain told me if I 
drank, I'd get hangovers and feel 
terrible. But my memory just held 
on to the good parts, and kept giving 
me that desire to drink.”’ 


He finally went to a special 
hospital in Seattle, Wash. There 
doctors use the ‘‘counter- 
conditioning’’ approach, which 
makes the patient associate a bad 
habit with a very negative reaction. 


Hulbert said the key to his cure 
was the use of sodium pentothal, the 
same barbiturate known as ‘‘truth 
serum.” 

“Within 13 days, I lost all desire to 
drink,”’ he said. 

The first three days were spent in 
detoxification, an attempt to lower 
the level of alcohol in the body. Then 
he was put on an every-other-day 
regime of aversion-pentothal 
treatment. 

The first day he was given a drug 
that gave him a violent reaction 
against alcohol, and on the following 
day was given the sodium pentothal 
which helps the body relax and 
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control the tremors and other 
reactions associated with 
withdrawal. 

“That would help me sleep,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘and get my body back to 
normal. They’ve proven that 
alcoholics often lose the Rapid Eye 
Movement stage of sleep that 
indicates dreaming. You need that 
stage to be able to function 
normally. 

“With the sodium pentothal, my 
body was given the chance to 
relax.” 

He maintains most alcoholics are 
made to feel guilty about their 
problem. In addition, he said the 
families often feel guilty, wondering 
“what did I do’’ to make my 
mother/father/husband an 
excessive drinker, 

‘‘We just making something very 
simple into something very 
complicated,’’ said Hulbert. 

“It’s time to realize. Every body 
is different and reacts in different 
ways. It’s not the person that abuses 
the alcohol — it’s the alcohol that 
abuses the person.”

Pop music reflects happy, melancholy feelings

HOLLYWOOD — If popular music serves a purpose 
beyond entertainment, beyond the filling up of otherwise 
empty air, it is in the expression of the thoughts of its 
listeners. 

‘They're playing our song’’ relates to more than the 
hearing of a tune remembered from romantic moments 
of long ago. It has to do with a melody, a lyric or even a 
phrase, that brings up fond memories, gives voice to our 
own inner feelings and gives you the sense that other peo- 
ple in the world share those same yearnings. 

Look at ‘‘They’re playing our song”’ in a different light, 
and you get ‘‘I am not alone.”’ 

On a mass scale, that phenomenon makes itself felt 
upon the return of the hostages from Iran, when ‘“‘Tie A 
Yellow Ribbon (Round the Old Oak Tree)’’ spontaneous- 
ly became the theme song of a nation welcoming home 
its once-captive sons and daughters. 

But if music heightens our happy memories, it can also 
intensify the gloomy ones. 

“‘Celebration’’ will put a person in a party mood, but 
“Love on the Rocks’ can bring back unwelcome 
memories of soured romances. 

Sometimes, if the listener's frame of mind is dark 
enough and a song matches it, thoughts can turn to their 
blackest. If life is miserable enough, death may seem 
preferable to it. Death may even take on an aura of 
glamour or freedom. 

The relationship between music and suicide should not 
be overstated — no one is saying that music or certain 
songs alone cause people to kill themselves —‘but there 
can be some connection, in the opinion of a Los Angeles 
psychiatrist with wide experience in the area of youthful 
suicide. He is Dr. Robert E. Litman, a director of the 
Institute for Studies of Destructive Behaviors and 
Suicide Prevention Center of Los Angeles and past presi- 
dent of the American Association of Suicidology. 

Litman who explored the subject in a paper prepared 
for a national conference on youth suicides last October, 
explained in an interview that a downhearted person 
can find expression for his feelings in popular songs, 
hearing a tune and saying, ‘‘Yes, that’s just how I feel.” 
“A song can pick up feelings that people aren't quite 
aware of and express them much more clearly,’’ Litman 
said. “If a person is on the borderline, this will give him 
a little more nudge.” 

But he added that the influence could be positive if a 
listener receives a message that others share his sen- 
timents. ‘‘He might say, ‘That’s the way I feel. Other 
people feel the same way I do. There’s hope.’ It could go 
the other way.” 

There have been times, Litman said, when music or 
the behavior of musicians played a role in the self- 
destructiveness of young people. In his paper, he cites 
cases of a boy who hanged himself after a rock concert, 
apparently imitating a mock hanging that was part of the 
show, and of a teen-ager couple, forbidden by the girl’s 
father from living together, who committed suicide after 
repeated playings of Lynyrd Skynyrd’s tune, ‘‘Free 
Bird.” 

Litman emphasized that most of the tirae popular 
music helps the growing process in a positive way, that it 
‘provides adolescents with elements of mutual interest 
and common bonds, contributes to the feeling of being 
part of a group and combats feelings of aloneness and 
isolation.” 


But regarding suicide, Litman in his study found ex- 
amples reaching as far back as Billie Holiday’s 1939 
recording, ‘‘Gloomy Sunday.” Suicide is a popular theme 
in classic opera, he added, but he wanted to limit his 
study to music relevant to today’s young people. 

Altogether, he dealt with 29 songs relevant to the sub- 
ject, ranging from ‘‘Moody River,’ recorded by Pat 
Boone in 1962, to “Ode to Billy Joe,’’ Bobbie Gentry’s 
1967 hit, to ‘‘Suicide is Painless,’’ the 9171 theme of a ‘‘M- 
A-S-H”’ movie, to ‘‘Think I’m Gonna Kill Myself,”’ a 1972 
Elton John recording, to Queen's 1980 record, ‘‘Don’t Try 
Suicide.”

For a variety of reasons, many of them expressed in 
popular songs, the incidence of suicide among people un- 
der 25 has tripled in the iast 15 years, Litman said, from 
five or six a year per 100,000 in the population to 15 or 16. 


‘The first cause, I think, is a feeling that there is no 
future. It reflects from the idea expressed in ‘Get It 
While You Can.’ The idea is ‘live now, because you might 
not be here tomorrow.’ This leads to a great 
overemphasis on the now. 


“So if you're feeling miserable now, you don’t have the 
feeling that you’re going to be better tomorrow. Because 
there is no tomorrow. That makes it easier to commit 
suicide.” 

What may come as a surprise to older people is that 
young adults may turn to suicide as a result of their in-

‘‘So you've nothing to fall back on when life goes wrong 
— and things do go wrong.” 


Today's youths find themselves in a quandary which 
can cause them much trouble, Litman pointed out. Their 
music. reflecting the beliefs of society at large, tells 
them that ‘All You Need Is Love,’ and they believe that

This past summer, Marguerite 
Kloepfer of Ontario, a published 
author, read the manuscript, and 
made suggestions about publishing 
it to Peter and his parents, Jack and 
Nina Pierce. They published the 
manuscript privately after they 
attended the Republican convention 
in Detroit, and it came off the press 
about eight weeks before the elec- 
tion 

So the book, ‘‘The Presidential 
Journey of Ronald Wilson Reagan — 
A Young Man's Perspective,”’ was 
published after Reagan was the 
Republican nominee, but before his 
election as the 40th President of the 
United States 

Peter Pierce’s book is now an 

Official Inaugural 
Commemorative.’’ It traces 
Reagan's childhood in the Midwest, 
his radio work as a sportscaster, his 
early movie career, marriage to 
Jane Wyman, the birth of Maureen, 
the union struggle in Hollywood 
after World War II, divorce, 
marriage to the former Nancy 


Davis and finally the governorship 
of California. 

The young author then takes the 
reader through Reagan’s years as 
governor, his political stands on con- 
troversial issues, and the political in 
and outs that followed, eventually 
leading to Reagan's nomination 

The book provides insight into 
Reagan the man, his idealogy and 
his moral stance 

Peter Pierce undertook this pro- 
ject because he wanted other 
college-age youth to see and unders- 
tand Reagan the way he does. 

“It is to these people that this 
book is directed,’’ he wrote in the 
foreward. ‘‘Because it is written by 
a young person, perhaps his 
‘youthful perspective’ can in some 
way enable the young voter to better 
understand, if not support Ronald 
Reagan.” 

Now Pierce has returned to Stan- 
ford. where he is a junior majoring 
in international relations. Although 
his future as a writer is unclear, the 
young man is thinking about doing a 
second release on the book to in- 
clude the election and inauguration. 
The Republican National Com- 
mittee has expressed interest and 
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Sen. Mark Hatfield has offered to 
write a foreward to the re-issue.

sanction of school fees

Local reaction to a recent court 
decision upholding the charging of 
fees to students who participate in 
after-school programs has been fa- 
vorable. 

Superintendents from several 
school districts who were contacted 
last week seemed to support the 
riling made earlier in the week by 
Santa Barbara Superior Court Judge 
L. Donald Boden. 

*Boden’s ruling upheld a $25 fee 
n@w charged students in the Santa 


Barbara High School District who- 


participate in extracurricular activ- 
ities. 

He said the fee was not ‘“‘tuition” 
of in conflict with laws guarantee- 
ifig free education in public schools, 
as long as districts gave ‘‘schol- 
afships’ to those who couldn't af- 
ford fees. 

“It is a fee charged to students 
who ... participate in an activity af- 
ter receiving free instruction during 
the regular school day,”’ he said. 

The ruling may have statewide 
impact, since many districts charge 
their students for such things as bus 
transportation, shop materials or 
participation in sports, music and 
drama programs. 

“Tt’s being watched by superin- 
tendents all over the state,”’ Chino 
Unified School District Superinten- 
dent Duane Stiff said Wednesday. 

In the West End, Alta Loma 
School District charges students 
only for shop materials they take 
heme, while Chino Unified School 
District charges students for after- 
school program bus rides. 

Just like Santa Barbara, Chino 
imposed its after-school bus trans- 
portation fees ‘‘out of necessity to 
keep the programs going,” Stiff 
said. 

Neither Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District nor Ontario-Mont- 
clair School District currently 
charge fees for their after-school 
programs. 

‘We're not charging fees at all 
right now,” said Chaffey Superin-

tendent Mike Dirksen. However, the 
case ‘‘might present an opportunity 
for our board to look at the possibili- 
ty again.” 

Last year, Chaffey trustees dis- 
cussed charging fees for partici- 
pation in interscholastic sports, but 
never took any action, Dirksen said. 

OMSD Superintendent Bill Plas- 
ter, who worked in the Santa Barba- 
ra High School District as a 
principal and assistant superinten- 
dent from 1970-73, would not com- 
ment on the court case. 

At odds in the test case is a 40- 
year-old state Board of Education 
rule and a state Education Code sec- 
tion adopted. by the Legislature in 
1976. 

The state Board’s rule 350 says a 
district may not impose a fee unless it. 
authorized by law. But Education 
Code section 35160 says a district 
may do anything not in conflict with 
state law. 

The test case is ‘‘almost a consti- 
tutional question in terms of what 
really is free education,” the Chino 
schools superintendent added.
